that when the ease was tried it was 
conducted in a careless and unskill 
ful manner. The complaint is in four 
paragraphs and is the first suit of 
the kind ever filed here. The firm of 
Himelick, Frost and Gobble of Con­ 
nersvilie brought the suit for Gray.

Mrs. DeHilla slated that her fath­

Dr. Palmer was defeated at the 
Atlantic assembly, and Dr. Marquiss 
refused to let his friends nominate 
him at Chicago, as they desired, so 
as to leave the held clear tor the 
Rev. Dr. Maitland 
Alexander, of 
Pittsburgh, w7ho was elected. 
It is possible that another candi­ 
date may be the Rev. Dr. Cornelius 
M. Steffens, president 
of Dubuque

, The number of universities, colleges 
and normal schools that have taken up 
simplified spelling has increased from 
eighty-seven to 144, representing 130,- 
000 professors and students. 


Still heavier fatalities are recorded 


among the newspapers and periodicals 
throughout the country. The board has 
used its light field artillery, consisting 
of tho, altlio, thru, thruout, thoro, 
thoroly, thorofare, program, prolog.'cat- 
alpg, pedagqg and.Deealog, with such 
telling effect that 230 publicatlonSiWlth 
a total circulation of 12,000,000, have 
surrendered, so far as ' those twelve 
words -are concerned, equivalent to 30,- 
000,000 words.
